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Refugees in Yugoslavia has been formed. The unofficial Yugoslav re- ZOKte 
presentative who negotiated with the Rumanian refugees was one Popin, 

a former Iron Quardist who had studied in Rumania, The representatives 
of the Rumanians attempted to secure an agreement that the Association 
would be kept out of purely Tugoslav political concerns and would have 
the right to contact officially Rumanian and international relief om 
ganization, The Yugoslav representative refused to agree to these 
requests and threatened the Rumanians with forcible return to their own 
sountry at times during the negotiations. The Rumanians were told that 
the Yugoslavs were not organizing a philantropio organization but rather 
one for political education. It was pointed out to them that they were 
not negotiating on terma of equality.
